R, L. Borden favorably commented 
on the men who had been placed on 
the Supreme Court, and those who 
had been called to the Cabinet. 

CATTLE GUARDS. 


Mr. Lancaster moved the second 
reading ot his bill to amend the 
Railway Act. He said the particular 
object of the bill was to restore the 
law relating to cattle guards, to 
the position in which it was previous 
to 1898. Mr. Lancaster showed how 


detrimentally the present law had ; 


Worked in the interests of the far- 
mers, and how imperative it was 
that something should be done to 
put in more effective guards. In no 
State of the Union, sv far as he 
could learn, was there a law like 
ours, There the railway interests 
were being made subservient to those 
of the agricultural community. 

Mr. Sutherland, speaking for the 
Government, said there was no objec- 
tion to the second reading of the 
measure, provided it was then sent 
to the Railway Committee, where all 
the interests affected could be heard. 

The motion for the second reading 
was carried.

Nipissing is to be divided into east 
and Weet Nipissing. In regard. to 
the east riding, three townships of 
North Renfrew are included and some 
townships south of Algonquin Park, 
separated by the Canada and Atlan- 
tic Railway, which formerly belonged 
to Nipissing, are added to North 
Hastings. 3 

Mr. Gibson said he did not intend 
to discuss the bill, but 4 it 
to be a reasonable and tain way of 
incrensing the representation of \the 
Northern districts. 


STRIKES ARE DECREASING. 


The report of the Bureau of Labor 
for 1901 was presented to the Legis- 
lature. The returns of strikes and 
lockouts show a diminution for the 
period from September Bist, 1901, 
compared with a like previous period 
the total number of strikes reported 
being 19, and one lockout, involving 
64 establishments, and covering an 
aggregate of 438 days, or an average 
of 23 days to each. The greater 
number required but a few days for 
settlement. The tendency to settle 
disputes between employers und em- 
Ployes by conciliation is rapidly on 
the increase in Ontario, as in other 
parts of the world. The report says 
further that some misapprehension 
as to the objects of the bureau still 
exists, though the secretary, Mr. 
Robert Glockling has visited many 
industrial centres of the Province 
during the year, and has to some ex- 
tent removed this misapprehension. 


THE SMALLPOX EPIDEMIC. 


In reply to Mr. Matheson, the Pro- 
vincial Secretary. said that the item 
of $6,000 for sanitary investigation 
was expended on the fight against 
smallpox. An additional inspector, 
Dr. Hodgetts, had been appointed. 
The Government did not intend to 
repay all municipalities for their 
smallpox expenditures, but only a 
few small outlying ones, where the 
disease had been brought in by out- 
siders,

to burn it out. This is done by 
throwing stove wood into the tank 
on top of the molten glass. The 
water is converted into steam, which 
is destroyed by the intense heat 
from the glass. The melted glass is 
then skimmed by an automatic skim- 
mer and it is ready for the gat herer. 
A gatherer thrusts a long steel blow- 
pipe into one of the rinks at the 
lower end of the tank. He twists 
and turns it until a small ball of 
glass gathers on the end. This ball 
is partially cooled, polished by being 
turned in a box of sawdust and then 
passed on to the blower, who heat 
it again until it g 
BECOMES LIKE TAFFY. 

The blower swings the ball over a 
pit that is twelve feet deep and 
rapidly blows it into an clongated 
pear-shape. When the blower is 
through the melted glass becomes a 
perfect cylinder about five feet long 
and two feet across. It then passes 
to a snapper, who takes it to a 
rack and breaks the roller loose from 
the blowpipe. a 

The snapper gathers a small lump 
of melted glass on the end of a rod 
and dexterously runs a narrow rib- 
bon of the stufl around the ends of 
the roller, both at the blowpipe end 
and the closed end. The little rib- 
bons of melted glass cool in a few 
seconds, when/ they are removed, 
leaving a narrow zone of almost 
red-hot glass around the rollers at 
each end. Then, taking a tool that 
resembles a soldering iron, the snap 
per rubs it for a moment on his 
forehead, and when point of it is 
moistened with perspiration, he runs 
the iron around the rollers at the 
heated spot. The glass cracks and 
separates as cleanly as if cut with a 
diamond, the blowpipe is removed 
and the closed cylinder has become a 
roller—a sheet of glass rolled up the 
game as a sheet of music, only in a 
continuous roll, without edges. The 
roller is then ready to go to the 
flattener. 

The flattener works in another part 
of the building, where are located 
the fattening ovens. These ovens 
are heated to a temperature suffi- 
cient to soften the glass so that it 
may be rolled out into sheets. A 
series of fireclay tables, pladed in a 
circle, like the spokes of a wheel, 
revolve in the ovens, and on these 
tables the rollers are flattened. They 
are placed inside, allowed to become 
hot and then «a cold iron is run 
along the inside from end to end. 
The contact of the iron cuts the 
glass, which is then straightened 
out upon the table. The fattener 
has a number of billets of green 
wood, attached to long iron handles 
and with these billets which are 
shaped in such a manner as to do 
the work expected of them, he 
“irons’’ the softened sheet of glass 
until it is perfectly flat and smooth. 
The tables inside the oven revolve. 
the flattened sheet is carried away 
and another roller is brought into 
Position before the flattener. As the 
flattened sheets cool they are lifted 
to a place on a long, travelling rack, 
on which they are, by stages, 
moved from the ovens, being allowed 
to cool as they go.

Bishop Brewster of the Episcopal 
diocese of Connecticut in his talk to 
Yale students on Robust Religious 
Faith, recently, cited for them the 
ease of Rudyard Kipling when he 
was critically ill in Ne. York. He!

“I suppose you young men are 
more or less readers of Rudyard Kip- 
ling. There is no name in English 
literature that stands more truly for 
masculinity that Kipling.

MANY OTHER WAYS. 


There are several methods, more or 
less familiar to those who have ever 
given the question of punishment 
any consideration—depriving prison- 
ers of certain privileges, cutting off 
their rations, solitary confinement. 
the dark cell, the hose, whkaping. 
These are all more or less practised 
in oug punitive institutions in Can- 
ada

The whipping, however, here re- 
ferred to as practised in dome Can- 
adian institutions, must not be con- 


founded with anything so brutal as 
the old style of flogging with the 
ent. There are only one or two 
offences for which the cat is now al- 
lowed to be used at all, and never as 
punishment for mere refractory con- 
duct while in prison. Neither must 
the Whip,“ as here spoken of, be 
considered as something identical 
with the brutalities such as roused 
an intense feeling of indignation 
over a whole continent a few years 
ago, when the revelations of the 
Brockaway Institute at Elmira, 
N. V., horrified the community. 
SPANKED WITH A STRAP. 


The whipping as meted out to re- 
fractory criminals here is simply a 
spanking with a flat strap. The pun- 
ishment it inflicts, however, is suf- 
ficient to inspire even the most -hard- 
ened old-timer with a wholesome 
dread, and as a consequence the oc- 
casions are comparatively rare that 
the whipping has to be resorted to. 
The mere knowledge that such a pun- 
ishment may be incurred as a result 
of refractory conduct is sufficient of 
itself to secure discipline to such a 
degree that it may almost be said 
there are no refractory prisoners to 
be déalt with. 

That would not, however, be 
strictly true for whippings occasion- 
ally occur, but never without the 
permission of the Government In- 
spector of Prisons, and never more 
than ten strokes at one punishment. 
The man receiving the spanking is 
invariably able to immediately re- 
sume his place at the work-bench or 
machine, as the case may be. 

Hosing“ as a method of punish- 
ment, means the turning on of the 
hose at high pressure, which ‘‘tosses 
the man about like a oprk.”’ This 
form of punishment is not practised 
in either of the Toronto prisons. It 
is ded here as most degrading 
to manhood, and as treating a man 
as a veritable rat. 

To deprive a man of his food and 
to place him in a dark cell is re- 
garded with horror by those who ad 
vocate the J whipping method. It 
lowers the vitality of the man, ren- 
ders him unfit to work, and en- 
courages a spirit of brooding and 
revenge in the criminal.“ is the way 
one official summed up the dark cell 
process.

Tomato Soup—One full pint stewed 
tomatoes, Rub through a colander, 
and then through a wire strainer. 
add 1 pt boiling water, 4 teaspoon 
soda, and after it offervesces, turn in 
1 pt fresn milk, butter the size of an 
erg, salt and pepper to taste. When 
the soup boils up, stir in 1 teaspoon 
cornstarch dissolved in a little cold 
milk. Some prefer this to oyster 
soup. 

Mashed Potatoes—Five medium- 
sized nice potatoes; pare, cut into 
even-sired pieces, and boil until eas- 
ily pricked with a fork. Drain off 
water. Allow to set on back of 
stove for ite minutes, sprinkle with 
Salt, mash well, and add 1 teacup 
sweet cream. Mix and beat thor- 
ovghly until they become white and 
light. Heap up in mound in centre 
of dish, and put lump of butter in 
centre. allowing it to melt and run 
over the potatoes.

GLASS STREET IN PARIS. 


French Capital Experimenting | 
With an Odd Pavement. 


The perfect pavement of streets is 
believed to have been discovered in 
Paris in u material which nobody 
but a few experts had regarded as 
practicable or economical enough for 
use. A Street has been paved with 
Klass, and the Paris newspapers are 
loud in praise of the innovation.

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AMERICAN CAVIARE. 


Its Scarcity and Increased Cost of 
Late Years. 

Away up in the backwoods or. Al- 
goma, north of the Rainy River, 
there is a long, forbidden body of 
water known as the Lake of the 
Woods, says an American journal. 
From this section of the Canadian 
wilderness comes nearly all the ca- 
Viare consumed in American markets.

It is a Russian caviare to the ge ar 


al public, but it is only a Canadian 
caviare, bearing a continental label. 
The caviare is exported to Europe, 
and only the inferior grades find their 
way back to this country, the best of 
it being kept for European epicures. 
The general and greatly increased fa- 
vor with which caviare ia received 
has caused # great drain upon the 
Sturgeon fisheries of Europe, and 
those of Canada and the United 
States have been called dpon to meet 
the demand. 


The Lake of the Woods has a total 
area of 6,000 square miles and its 
Wators abound with fish, the most 
important of which is the sturgeon. 
They are caught mainly for the ca- 
Viare, though there is a profit in 
smoking the meat. After the fish is 
killed it is carefully cleaned and the 
caviare set aside in tanks. It is 
then taken and washed repeatedly un- 
til it is thoroughly cleansed, after 
which it is rubbed by hand through 
a series of screens until the eggs are 
separated. It is then packed in kegs 
with salt and kept in cold storage 
until time of shipment. It is an ex- 
tremely simple process, requiring but 
little manipulation. In Europe the 
kegs are opened and the caviare sort- 
ed out according to quality. It is 
then put up in small lead packages 
and tins and put on the market as 
Russian caviare. The best grades 
find a ready sale at highest prices, 
but the inferior grade comes back to 
America. 

The price paid for caviare has been 
steadily increasing each year. In 
1898 it was sold at 60 and 70 cents 
@ pound, and this year there is a 
small increase. Five years ago the 
price was only 35 cents a pound. 
The caviare were then double the val- 
ue of the sturgeon, and as the fish 
brings to the fishermen about two 
cents more than the ordinary scale 
fish, its value to the inhabitants of 
the lake section of Algoma cannot 
be overestimated. It is, in fact the 
most important factor in the pros- 
perity of the district. In 1898 the 
Lake of the Woods produced 224,870 
| pounds of oon approximately 
‘valued at $25,000. 

The high prices commanded by ca- 
viare have attracted many fishermen 
to these Canadian waters, and unless 
measures are taken to reduce the 
take of the sturgeon the fish will be 
lexterminated in the near future. The 
American waters are also being ex- 
tensively dragged for sturgeon, and 
last year 33,000 pounds of caviare 
were shipped out of the United 
States. Within the past two years 
there has been a very large catch in 
get nets and pounds off the beaches 
of New Jersey and Long Island. and 
the handling of the eggs has proved 
a most profitable industry to the 
fishermen. The only advantage of 
sturgeon eggs in the making of ca- 
viare is found in their size and firm- 
ness. The flavor does not differ much 
from the roe of other fish, and oa lit- 
tle experience ought to develop a 
kindred delicacy. 


Professional divers, who remain 
under water from two to five min- 
utes at a time, are accustomed, be- 
fore submerging themselves, to take 
deep inspirations for ten minutes.

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DOMESTIC RECIPES. 

Chicken Pie. ock a chicken till it 
is tender. Line u baking-Aish with a 
rich biscuit crust relied 
about a quarter of an inch 
1 Lay the meat in the pie, re 
moving the larger bones, and put- 
Ting small bits of the crust among 
the small pieces of meat. Season 
the water in which the chicken Was 
cooked with salt, pepper and butter 
;untU it has the right favor. and dip 
j sufficient of it into the pie to mois 
ten the meat. Considerable will be 
absorbed by the crust. Dot with 
bits of butter, put on a top crust 
rolled half or three-quarters of an 
inch thick, cutting a vent for the 
steam to escape, and bake till done 
th an oven about right for biscuit, 
Thicken the remainder of the gravy 
with flour, adding a little butter for 
richness, and serve with pie. Deli- 
cious ‘ 

Golden Cream Toast— Toast four 
slices of bread a nice brown, butter 
generously and moisten with hot 
water. Have ready a white sauce, 
made of one tablesffoonful each of 
flour and butter stirred together and 
cooked, to which add a cup of rich 
milk. Take four hard-boiled eggs. 
chop or cut the whites fine and press 
the yolks through a coarse sieve. 
Add the chopped whites to the sauce 
which should be smooth and rather 
thick, pour it over the toast, and 
sprinkle the crumbled yolks of the 
eggs on top. Serve very hot. 

One Egg Cake—One teacup sugar, 
one tablespoonful butter: two-thirds 
cup milk; one egg; two teaspoonfuls 
baking powder, flour to make a mo- 
derately stiff batter; flavor_with 
lemon or vanilla. 

Farmers’ Fruit Cake—Soa three 
cups of dried apples over night in 
Warm water. Chop slightly in the 
morning and let simmer two hburs in 
two cups of molasses: add one cup 
sugar, One-half cup of butter, one 
cup sweet milk, two well-beaten eggs, 
one dessertspoon soda, and flour 
enough to make a rather stiff bat~ 
ter. Flavor with spice—nutmeg and 
cinnamon—to taste. This recipe 


makes two large cakes, 


Pork Cake—One pound of fat salt 
pork, chopped fine; two cups brown 
sugar; two cups molasses; two tea- 
spoonfuls cinnamon; one tablespoon+ 
ful cloves; two nutmegs grated; one 
pound of raisins, seeded and chopped 
fine; one teaspoonful of soda. Dis- 
solve the pork in one pint of boiling 
water. Make the consistency of 
fruit cake. This recipe also makes 
two large cakes. 

Ieing— The white of one egg Do 
not beat, but atir into it with a 
spoon sufficient confectioner’s sugar 
to make it spread smoothly. If cho- 
colate fein is desired, add half a 
square of melted chocolate. 

Bakers’ Molasses Cockies — Two 
cups best molasses; one pint butter- 
milk; one cup shortening; one-half 
cup sugar; two teaspoonfuls soda: 
one teaspoonful each ginger and ein- 
hamon. Mix at night, roll out in 
the morning and cut in squares with 
a knife. Just before baking wash 
the top of each cookie with an egg 
beaten with a tablespoonful of mo- 
lasses. 

Suet Pudding.—One cup molasses: 
one of sweet milk; one of suet chop- 
ped fine (or half a cup of melted but- 
ter; one of raisins; half a cup of cur- 
rants; a half teaspoonful soda; two 
and a half cups of flour. Mix well 
and salt and spice to taste. Steam 
two hours and serve with any good 
sauce, 

Eggless Pudding.—One cup sweet 
milk; two cups flour; one and a half 
cups sugar; butter size of an egg: 
two teaspoonfuls of baking powder. 
Beat till very light and bake in jelly 
tins in a quick oven. Spread with 
canned raspberries or blackberries. 
For the sauce let the juice of the ber- 
ries come to a boil and add sugar 
and nutmeg. 3 


CREAM BISCUIT AND ROLLS. 


A welcome change from the ordin- 
ary method of making breakfast bis- 
cuits is the sour cream biscuit. To 
2 cups of sour cream add 1 table- 
spoon salt and 1 teaspoon soda. Put 
in the bread bow] with flour to make 
a dough just stiff enough to knead, 
and roll out without sticking. Melt 
1 tablespoon butter in the bake pan, 
roll and cut the biscuits, dipping the 
top of each in the melted butter to 
render the crust crisp when baked. 
The oven should be sufficiently hot 
to bake in just a few minutes. 

Hot rolls make another delightful 
change in the bread line. A cup of 
yeast may be saved from the baking 
for this purpose, and che rolls be 
made out at night, to be ready for

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THE DAMP CLAYTH, 


It sometimes happens that we need 
a starched garment on short notice, 
and it will be conJbnient to know 
that it can be ironed by simple 
means at once. A cloth may be wet 
and wrung out quite dry, place this 
over the garment to be ironed, press 
the iron over it and remove the 
damp cloth; t will moisten the 
material sufficien for perfect work, 
press awiftly until dry, and you will 
have a goWn or apron or whatever it 
may be, more smoothly done and far 
stiffer than when sprinkled and fold 
ed. for two hours. Sometimes very 
nice work can be done by simply rub- 
bing the damp cloth over the gar 
ment to be ironed and so 
it, but for nice starched dresses or 
aprons, otc., the damp cloth will in 
sure a Very smooth surface if laid 
over the material. 
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CARE OF HAIRBRUSHES. _ 
Hair brushes should be washed ond 
a week, and are soon spoiled unless 
properly cleaned. The best way is 
to put a tablespoonful of ammonia 
in a quart of water, as hot as can 
be borne comfortably by the hand. 
The brush should be freed from haira 
and dipped, bristles downward in 
and out of the water until clean. It 
should be rinsed by dipping in cold 
‘water in the same way. Shake well, 
wipe the back, and handle carefully. 
and put on a window sill to dry in 
the open air. The back should not 
be allowed to become damp if it can 
be avoided. Soap should not be 
used for washing, as it makes the 
bristles soft. 


TO CURE cropp 


Wring flannel cloths wut of hot 
water and apply them to the throat, 
changing them frequently. Make a 
tent over the crib by means of 
sheets over a screen or umbrella, 
then placg a small teakettle over an 
alcohol lamp near the crib and let 
the child inhale the moist vapor, 
which may be conducted inside the 
tent, care being taken that the child 
does not come close eno to the 
hot steam to get burnt. they at- 
tack is severe, you may give ten 
drops of ipecac every fifteen minutes 
antil vomiting resulta.

“Over 4,000,000,000 feet of pine 
lumber is used annually for matches, 
the equivalent of the product of 400 


acres of virgin forest. On American |‘ 


railroads about 620,000,000 cross 
ies are required annually. The 
amount of timber used every year 
for ties 
feet of lumber. In this country there 
are now, stan nearly 7.500.000 
telegraph\ poles. d average life of 
a pole is ten years, so that about 
750,000 are required every year for 
renewals. These figures do not in 
clude telephone poles or railway tele 
graph poles. The amount ef tim 
ber consumed annually for poles and 
ties is equivalent ta the timber 
grown on 100.000 
forest.

DEEP DREATHING. 


— 


The Habit of Lary Lungs May Be 


rene. 


So much atrosnty, laid in these 
days upon the value of fresh air 
that it is impossible for anyone, to 
miss the lesson. Good ventilation is 
taught in all our schools, if it is 
mot alWays practised ; and treat- 
ment by the open-air method is be- 
coming more and more advocated ‘for 
certain disoases, especially tuber- 
culosis. * 

In all thié spread of knowledge and 

| good sense it is unfortunately very 
possible to lose sight of the real 
issue. It is no exaggeration to say 
that many a one who can glibly pat- 
ter off the number of cubic feet of 
air necessury for each one to 
breathe rarely draws a full breath. 
Fresh air is a free wift, 
but it is like most of the gifts of 
|} Heaven, in that we must do our 
| share of work to benefit by it. No 
one would expect to have a good 
lire just because a pair of bellows 
hung on a nail by the chimney, but 
| this is exactly what many people ex- 
pect of their lungs, which are really 
only the bellows given us by which 
to keep the fire of life burning bright 
and clear within us. 
It is not too much to assert that 
lungs properly used in a compara-~ 
| tively close room will do more good 
than lazy lungs in an open field. 
This trick of lazy lungs is a habit, 
like any other, and may be overcome 
by persistent effort. Many persons, 
for example, are afflicted with a ner- 
vous habit of holding the breath 
unconsciously. These are the people 
who, in Spite of plenty of time spent 
out-of-doors, yet catch cold easily, 
digest poorly, and are always more 
or less under the weather“ physi- 
cally. They are often much bene⸗ 
ted by a course of active exercise 
because it is impossible to exercise 
vigorously without drawing some 
good deep breaths. 

Many other persons—and they con- 
stitute the great majority of man- 
kind—breathe only with the upper 
part of the lungs, and although 

they may breathe regularly, do not 
draw in sufficient air at a breath to 
fill all the lung cells. 

When once the pernicious habit ot 
poor, shallow breathing has been 
broken up, the health undergoes such 
marked improvement, there is such 
brightening of the spirits and im- 
provement of the looks, that the 
luxury of deep breathing is not like-~ 
ly to be readily foregone, 

A good way to start the new habit 

is to take deliberately a few min- 
| utes at stated intervals and devote 
them to proper breathing. If this is 
done systematically the reformer will 
find himself unconsciously breathing 
more and more, until very soon he is 
obeying nature and really breathing 
ito live. In this way we must all 
work for a living if we want a good 
one. 

Besides the gain in the general 
health which comes from the habit 
of deep breathing there is created a 
lreserve strength and preparedness 
which is often cof great service in 
j}warding off pulmonary diseases.

CLOVER HAY.

To be made 
ut its best the genuine southern meal 
should be used, but even if that is 
not to be obtained the bread is ex- 
ceedingly tempting, and worth the 
trial. Scald one and one-half cups 
of cornmeal thoroughly and let stand 
until cool, but not cold. = Beat the 
yolks and whites of three eggs sep- 
arately and arid the yolks to one 
pint of milk. Stir the milk and 
eggs into the scalded meal slowly, 
and when well mixed add half a tea- 
apoonful of salt and two teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder. Lastly, whip 
in the well beaten whites of the eggs 
and pour in a deep earthen dish that 
has been well greased. Bake in a 
moderate oven from half to three 
quarters of an hour. Serve from the 
dish in which it is baked with a 
large spoon. The bread shou,d be 
firm at the bottom, but soft, like 
rich custard, at the top. 

Boston Brown Bread—No hot bread 
is more tempting or more wholesome 
than the Boston brown bread at its 
best. To make it as it is made at 
home, it is necessary to obtain rye 
meal in place of the flour -which ‘is 
ordinarily used, but the result am- 
ply repays the trouble, which need 
not be excessive, as the meal can 
usually be found at feed stores of the 
larger and better sort. Mix togeth- 
er one and one-half pints of the rye 
meal and of corn meal. Stir into 
them one teaspoonful of salt and one 
cup of molasses. Mix all together 
with one and one-quarter pints of 
hot milk, and then add one heaping- 
teaspoonful of baking soda dissolved 
in a little boiling water. Pour into 
a well-buttered mold, cover tightly 
and steam for four hours. Servo hot 
with butter or cream. 

Potato Rolls—The most delectable 
luncheon or breakfast rolls known to 
the Virginia cook have a foundation 
of potatoes, and involve © consider- 
able effort, but are so entirely satis- 
factory, as to make it amply worth 
while to incur all the trouble. Boil 
six medium-sized potatoes and mash 
fine. Add to them one teaspoonful 
each of sugar and of salt, one large 
tablespoonful of butter and lard 
mixed. Stir well together and let 
Stand in a warm place four or five 
hours, until very light. Mix with 
flour until no more can be worked 
in. Knead and let rise for about 
five hours in a warm place or longer 
where the temperature is not quite 
so high. Then make into turnovers 
and stand quite near the stove until 
light. Bake in a quick oven. 

New England Muffins Few forms of 
hot bread are more delicious than 
delicate muffins. The following re- 
cipe. gives directions for making 
them quickly and can be relied upon 
to give satisfaction: Sift two cups 
of flour with one even teaspoonful of 
salt, work inte it two tablespoon- 
fuls of soft butter and two of gran- 
ulated sugar. Add one cup of milk, 
one egg well beaten and one tea- 
spoonful of baking powder. Bake in 
a quick oven in muffin rings or gem 
pans. 

Wheat Gems—Risen breads have 
certain advantages over other sorts. 
To make really perfect wheat gems 
scald one pint of milk, add to it one 
tablespoonful of butter and let stand 
until tepid. Then add one~half cake 
of compressed yeast dissolved in a 
quarter of a cupful of warm water, 
three cupfuls of flour and one tea- 
spoonful of salt. Beat well, cover 
and let stand in a warm place until 
morning. A hali-hour before break-

CHEATING 


HOW TO HANDLE A BABY. 


A baby should be lifted very care- 
fully. The right hand of the nurse 
or mother should take hold of the 
clothing below the feet and the left 
hand and arm should be placed be- 
low the child's head and body. It 
should then bo lifted on the left arm. 
It is probable that the crying of the 
new-born in the early weeks of life 
is nature's provision for exercise and 
lung-expansion. ‘This cry is loud 
and strong, and the child becomes 
red in the face from its exertions. 
The abnormal cry is longer, not 
strong, but often a moaning whining 
worrying sound. This abnormal cry 
means that a baby is uncomfortable, 
cold, hungry or in pain, or possibly 
that it has fallen into the bad habit 
of crying to be taken up, rocked, 
dandled, etc. 
fectly comfortable and warm, and 
fed if it is time. If the cause seems 
to be pain, it may be undressed, 
wrapped in a warm blanket, massag- 
ed with sweet oil, (or even given a 
Warm bath, It is also a good plan

Mix and sift one and 
one-quarter cups of flour, one-half 
level teaspoonful cach of soda and 
cinnamon, one-quarter \teaspoonful 
each of clove and grated nutmeg. 
When well mixed stir in one-half cup 
each of seeded raisins and English 
Walnut meats cut in bits. also one 
quarter cup of currants. Sift’ over 
all three-quarters teaspoon of baking- 
powder and beat thoroughly. Bake 
in a shallow pan 35 to 40 minutes. 
Chocolate Frosting —~—Melt two 
squares of chocolate add one level 
teaspoon of butter and three table 
spoons of hot water, Cool slightly 
and add confectioner’s or powdered 
sugar until of the right consistency 
to spread. Flavor with vanilla. 
Shrewsbury Cakes.—Cream togeth- 
er one-half pound each of butter and 
caster sugar, then work in onehall 
Pound of fine sifted four, moistening 
it with one whole egg: roll it out 
very thin, cut or stamp it out in 
lozenges, rounds, ete., ornament each 
with two or three caraway comfits 
or finely shredded candied peel, and 
bake in a moderate oven. A very 
nice Variation of this is made by us 
ing one pound of flour, one-half 
pound of butter, two whole eggs, six 
ounces caster sugar, two ounces 
grated chocolate, or one and one-half 
ounces ground cinnamon, and enough 
milk to make a nice dough. Finish 
as before.

Curried Eggs—Melt an ounce of 
butter in a frying pan and add a 
small onion, sliced, and fry for ten 
minutes, taking care that the onion 
does, not brown, then stir in a table 


Spoenful of four and a small dessert- 


spoonful of currie powder, and 
all together for five minutes, add a 
pint of milk, a half teaspoonful of 
salt, and stir until the sauce is 
smooth. Pour this over hard-boil- 
ed eggs, which have been sliced and 
kept hot on pieces of toast. 

Tomato Sauce—Slice two onions 
fine and cook for five minutes in a 
saucepan With one tablespoon of but- 
ter, add to the onions one-half can 
of tomatoes, one cupful of stock, a 
pinch of thyme and laurel; cook one 
hour. Sift through a sifter, and to 
the pulp obtained add two table- 
spoonfuls of butter, a half-teaspoon- 
ful of salt, a saltspoontul of pepper, 
end when ready to serve add two 
tablespopns cornstarch mixed withen 
little stock or water. ‘ 

Prune Whip.—Whites of five eggs, 
beaten very light; beat in«jwo-thirds 
cup of sugar, then one cup stewed 
prunes chopped uns, chop meat of 
one-half of prune stones and add. 
Pile in a buttered dish. Bake seven 
minutes in ana oven not too hot; 
serve when cool with whipped cream. 

Cocoanut Pie-One-half cup shred- 
ded cocoanut soaked in one cup of 
milk, two eggs, one-half cup of sug- 
ar, butter the size of an egg Bake 
with lower crust. Nice with merin- 
suc on top, 

Non d Turkey.—Few cooks can bone 


ja turkey properly, but with a proper 


knife it can soon be accomplished. 
The bird must first be neatly sawn 
down the back, spread it open, and 
then remove the bones. When neatly 
done they are easy to carve, and nice 
for breakfast; boned and glazed tur- 
kevs are seldom eaten hot. The bird 
must be filled with a rich forcemeat 
and neatly pressed into shape. The 
bone may be left in the top part of 
the leg. The forcemeat should con- 
sist of chopped blanched oysters, fine 
cruinbs of bread, minced veal, shal- 
lots, parsley, finely chopped. The 
bones from the bird should be boiled 
down with the remnants to a glaze 
to screen the bird when cooked and 
cold.

THE BARBERRY SHRUB. 


A second reading was given Mr. 
Dryden's bill, which provides for the 
extermination of the barberry shrub, 
upon the petition of owners or occu- 
pants of lands whose crops, hdve 
been injtriously affected by the 
proximity of tho plant. The measure 
also prohibits the sale and cultiva- 
tion of the shrub.

JAPANESE ae elas a 


Foundation of a New Building | 
Sealed with Blood! 


In old Japan people were some- 
times buried alive—or, oftener, allow- 
en themselves to be buried alive—at 
the beginning of a difficult piece of 
engineering Work in order to impart 
strength and life to the undertak- 
ing. The victims to this horrible 
superstition were known under the 
title of human pillars’’ and many 
quaint and weird stories have been 
woven around this custom, and are 
recounted to this day by Japanese 
grandmothers to their grandchildren. 

But no one would imagine that 
any grown-up Japanese of the pre 
sent day would seriously believe in 
these tales, much less offer to be 
the subject of one of them; yet 
this is exactly what two persons 
have just done. 

The Buddhists of Osaka have re- 
cently been collecting subscriptions 
for the erection of a big belfry with 
a monster bell at Tennoji Temple, 
in the suburbs of that city. An old

GOOD DAIRY COWS PAy. 


I have been breeding Jerseys for 
the last 15 years, writes Mr. C. Pb. 
Suapson. They are like the Irish- 
man’s whiskey. Ile said it was all 
good but some was a little better 
than the rest, Just so with the 
Jersey cow. I huve seen some so- 
called Jerseys that were not worth 
their feed, while there are others 
nearly worth their weight in gold. 
History tells us that the Jersey has 
been bred for more than 500 yoars 
on an island midway between and 
not far from either of the two great- 
est butter consuming cities in the 
world, London and Paris, and thdt 
they were selected and bred exclusive 
ly for supplying butter for these 
great cities. 

The greatest profit for the amount 
of food consumed is what we are af- 
ter in the dairy business, and Jer- 
seys make a most excellent showing 
im butter and also milk. I milk my 
cows almost the whole year. The 
dairy calf should be allowed to suck 
its mother but'a few days after 
which it should be fed skimmed milk 
until five or six months old. It 
should also have the run of a good | 
clover lot. It should never be ed 
very much corn or any other tat- 
producing food. I have khown some 
very fine heifers to be ruined by be- 
ing kept too fat while they were 1 
growing into a cow.

MISSING LINK IN JAVA. 


The Human Monkey of the East 
. Indies. 


Prof. Ernst Haeckel tells, in his 
latest book, of a species of the gib- 
bon which he had an opportunity to 
observe for several months at his 
own residence in Buitenzorg, Java. 
This species is found only in Java, 
its scientific name being Hylobates 
lencisus. Tho natives call the ani- 
mal oa on account of the character- 
istic sound it utters. 

When the little animal stands erect 
it is scarcely taller than a child of 
six years. The head is comparative- 
ly small, the waist slender, the legs 
short and the arms long. The face 
of the oa, says Prof. Haeckel, is 
more human than that of the orang- 
outang, the large red-haired anthro- 
poid ape that lives in the trees of 
Borneo and Sumatra. 

“The physiognomy ef the little 
gibbon at- my house,“ wrote Prof. 
Hacckel, ‘‘reminded me of the mana- 
ger of an insolvent bank pondering 
with wrinkled brow over the results 
of the crash. The distrust of the 
animal towards all white Europeans 
Was very noticeable but, on the other 
hand, he formed intimate friend- 
ship with the brown Malays of our 
household and especially tho small 
‘children. He never crawled on all 
fours. When he was tired with run- 
ning he stretched himself out on the 
grass and let the tropical sun shine 
on his body. Usually he placed one 
arm under his head and assumed 
exactly the attitude of a weary Wan- 
derer who lies down on his back in 
the shade of a tree. 


“When I held a piece of tasty food, 


just out of his reach he cried like a 
naughty child ‘huite, huite® huite,’ a 
sound altogether different from the 
‘Oa, Oa’ which he used to express: 
diferent emotions. He uttered a 
third shbrillor sound when he was 
suddenly frightened. 

“The speech of these hurhan mon- 
keys has not many different sounds 
but those given are modulated and 
altered in tone, strength, and num- 
ber of repetitions. The animal also 
uses many gestures, motions with 
the hands and grimaces in such an 
expressive Way that the careful ob- 
Server can detect different wishes and 
various emotions. : 

“Besides milk and cocoa he liked 
sWeet wine.

like a child. He peeled bananas. and 
oranges. 

“Most Malays do not look upon 
the gibbon and orang-outang as ani- 
mals. The former they regard as 
bewitched men ; the latter as crim- 
inals, who, as a punishment, were 
changed into monkeys. Other mon- 
keys, they believe, are in fact men 
who are in the course of metempsy~ 
chosis; in other words, they believe 
the souls of human beings at death 
enter into the bodies of these mon-

Custard Corn Cake.—Two enges, 4 
cup sugar, 1 cup sour milk, 1 cup 
sweet milk, 1§ cups Indian meal, 4 
cup flour, 1 teaspoon soda, salt, 
Pour the mixture into a pan con- 
taining 2 tablespoons melted butter, 
and pour into the middle without 
Stirring 1 cup sweet milk. Bake in a 
hot oven half an hour. Very nice. 

Coffee Cake.—One cup sugar; 1 cup 
baking molasses; one-half cup lard; 
one cup of strong collec; one tea- 
spoonful of soda: one cup raisins or 
currants and made quite stift with 
flour. 

Mock Plum Pudding.—Three cups 
of bread crumbs, a pint of milk, two 
eggs, one cup raisins, three cups 
chopped apples and a teaspoonful 
each of cinnamon and clévées, with a 
pinch of salt. Eat with ‘the same 
sauce you would make for a genuine 
plum pudding. 

A Dainty Apple Dessert 
Fill a deep pie tin with sliced ap- 
ples, sprinkle lightly with sugar and 
pour over the top a batter made by 
beating together one egg, one-half 
cup of sugar, and one tablespoonful 
of butter, to which add a half cup 
of milk, a cup of flour and a heaped 
teaspoonful of baking powder. When 
baked invert the pudding on a plate, 
grate nutmeg over it, sprinkle gen- 
erously with sugar and serve with 
cream and sugar, or any pudding 
sauce you profer. 

Honeyed Apples.—Select smooth, 
ripe apples (tart); core them but do 
not break through the skin at the 
lower end; set them upright in a 
pan, touching each othet. Fill into 
each cavity a teaspoonful of honey 
and a tenspoonful of butter. Put a 
scant half teacup of water and a 
scant half teacup of sugar together 
and pour them into the pan. Cover 
and set into a brisk oven for fifteen 
minutes; remove cover and bake un- 
til tender—fifteen minutes more 
should be sufficient. 

Ragout of ,Mutton.—Chop enough 
cold mutton to make about three 
cupfuls into small squares. Put a 
tablespoonful of butter into a frying 
pan, and when hot add-a tablespoon- 
ful of flour; put in half a pint of 
water and stir until it boils: add 
salt and pepper if necessary, a table- 


Spoonful of Worcestershire sauco a 


quarter teaspoonful of paprika and 
some chopped parsley; now add the 
mutton and let the frying pan stand 
over boiling water, until the meat is 
thoroughly heated; serve very hot. 
Gingerbread.—This makes a ginger 
bread which is crackly and shiny on 
top. Tho secret of making it thus 
is to pour the shortening boiling 
hot on the molasses and beat the 
batter as little as possible. Pour a 
small half teacupful of boiling hot 
shortening, lard and butter, or beef 
suet and butter mixed upon one halt 
pint of New Orleans molasses, add 
two tablespoonfuls of milk, a table- 
spoonful of ground ginger, a ten- 
spoonful of cinnamon; then = sift in 
about . three-quarters of a pint of 
flour, to which a teaspoonful of bak- 
ing soda has been added; lastly add 


a Well-beaten egg, then mix with a 


few deft turns of the spoon and bake 


in one large pan or two small ones 


in a moderate oven; serve hot, and 
breck, not cut, at the table. 

Fowl. a la Delhi.—Cut a large fowl 
into joints, place them into a frying 
pan with a gill of salad oil, an on-

UNREST iS WIDESPREAD. 


‘Question peasants, workingmen, 
students, professors and landed pro- 
prietors, says a writer on Russian 
life in the Deutsche Revue, and all 
will declare that the people have 
had enough of a Government, or 
rather of an administration, which 
seems to wish only to multiply 
trammels and vexations."’ 

Lack of unity of administrative 
policy and of uniformity in its ap- 
plication aggravates the situation. 
The comparatively liberal methods 
of M. de Witte clash with the Dra- 
coman rule of M. Pobiedonostchell. 
The Government with one hand un- 
does what it has done with the 
other. 

For instance, in a general. way 
satisfaction has been given to the 
students, but the retaliatory mea- 
sures visited upon the workingmen 
who aided the students are terrible. 


HARSHNESS ‘ON STRIKERS. 

Students who have been sent to 
their regiments in consequence of the 
disturbances at Moscow, and Kieff 
were recalled and an almost complete 
amnesty was promised them. Con- 
trast these concessions with the 
treatment meted out to the indus- 


trial strikers. The latter were re- 


moved by hundreds from factories, 
workshops, and mines. 

In ordinary circumstances it would 
have been held sufficient to send each 
man back to the village he came 
from.

VACILLATION IN POLICIES. 


Similar irrationality, contradiction 
and vacillation in the Government's 
financial and. economic policies, de- 
spite the prestige of M. de Witte, the 
“heaven-born Minister of Finance.“ 
In France and Belgium when orders 
do not come in, blast furmaces are 
closed down one after another, but 
commands are issued to the Rus- 
sian workshops to go on producing 
all the same, even if at a loss, for 
Russia must save ber face.“ 

Stocks of cast iron slumber in the 
sheds awaiting the buyer who does 
not come, yet the latest supplies for 
the Trans-Siberihn Railway were 
ordered from the United States, for 
America had to be well paid for cer 
tain financial services. 

Recent harvests have been very 
poof. Famine is more and more be- 
coming epidemic. Yet the order has 
gone forth to the Russian‘ news- 
papers not to talk of famine ; and 
the Viedomosti, one of the most 
truthful of the protestants against 
such journalistic censorship, has been 
suppressed. 

CONCESSIONS OF NO AVAIL. 

Everything else in Russia’s domes- 
tic economy is to match, and it is in 
a multitude of facts of this nature 
that the almost universal discontent 
of the population has its origin. 
Concessions on points of detail have 
no effect. Hampered in one direction 
the reform or revolutionary move- 
ment—for reform and revolu- 
tion“ are synonomous in Russia 
will tind fresh force in another. | 


Make the students any concessions 


they demand touching the universi- 
ties, they will continue nevertheless 
-an pretext serving them—in their 
systematic general strike. It is no 
question of particular reforms ; it is 
a question of the total transforma- 
tion of the system of administration.

THE ORDINARY FREIGHT CAR 


is used for carrying dynamite, and 


placed in the middle of the trains, 
but thie rule is often ignored. 

There have been only two serious 
accidents of late to dynamite cars 
‘while in transit. In both cases these 
were duo to carelessness, and illus 
trate the comtempt which long famil- 
iarity has bred for dynamite with 
the railroad man. 

In one instance a car carrying 
some fifteen tons of dynamite Was 
attached to the very end of a long 
freight train, against oll rules. All 
would probably have gone well, 
however, had the train not suffered 
a rear end collision. A locomotive 
crashed. into the dynamite car and 
buried itself half way in the dyna- 
mite and set it on fire. This wae 
more than dynamite could stand. 
Incidentally the dynamite cleared 
the track of all the wreckage for a 
considerable distance. 

In the other case the dynamite car 
caught fire from a burning hot box, 
and the train men, soticing it, 
scorned to put out the fire but re- 
treated to a hill near by. The ex- 
plosion threw a near-by turntable 
about a quarter of a mile arid com- 
pletely demolished a large engine 
house. 

Cartridges have been dropped from 
the roofs of ten-storey buildings or 
have been haramered like putty with- 
out result. Then, again, a slight 
shock has set off ‘cartridges which 
had been packed with the greatest 
precaution. \ 

A NUMBER OF MACHINES 
have been devised for testing the ex- 
act strength of dynamite, but none 
has been found which will stand the 
strain. There are at present three 
regular standard ways of measuring 
the strength of dynamite. One plan 
is to place a fixed quantity of dyna- 
mite in the inside of a strong iron 
nut, placing it on top of a lead cyl- 
inder of given dimensions. The 
charge, when ignited compresses the 
cylinder to a thin disk. It will “be 
seen that by using cylinders of the 
same size a fairly exact measure of 
the force of the dynamite me be 
obtained, 

A charge of five grains of dynamite 
placed over a cylinder one inch high 
and one inch in diameter will usual 
ly serve to compress it to a disk 
eleven , thirty-seconds of an inch 
thick. 

Another method of measuring its 
force is to fire a very heavy ball 
from a large mortar with a small 
charge of dynamite. The distance 
the ball is thrown is taken as a men- 
gurt of the force of the explosive. By 
‘using the same ball and mortar in 
all experiments fairly accurate com- 
parative tables have been obtained. 
Still another method is, of course, 
that of analyzing the dynamite. 

One of the commonest misconcep- 
tions of the action of . dynamite is 
that it exerts force only in one di- 
rection. People are sometimes heard 
to assert that they are willing to 
hold a dynamite cartridge in their 
hands and set it off, since it will 
only explode upward. It is to be 
hoped that no one will try any such 
experiment. As a matter of fact, 
dynamite exerts an equal force in all 
directions. 

Some interesting tests have been | 
made recently to establish this fact. | 
A large iron nut was placed upon an ; 
ordinary stove plate and the oben- 
ing filled with dynamite. When ig-| 
nited it blew a hole completely 
through the plate. The test Was re- 
peated with the plate reversed. The 
hole was again blown through the 
plate, this time in an upward direc- 
tion. The same test was then tried 
with the plate at various angles, and 
always with the same result.

Coin is now used to some 
extent, but the business is mainly on 
the basis of barter. For (years, 
whenever it has come to the know- 
ledge of the company that any 
hunter or trapper has sold a pelt to 
anybody except the company's 
agents, the name and description of 
the offending native has been sent to 
every post of the company that he 


was likely to visit, and he has sud-. 


denly found himself unable to sell a 
pelt or procure any supplies at any 
‘of the companys stations. It has 
been the policy of the company to 
keep on good terms with the natives 
by dealing honorably with them. 
They have traded clothing, guns, 
axes and other necessary articles at 
very reasonable figures which the na- 
tives may fancy but do not really 
need. The influence of the company 
is, of course, very great among these 
people; and many of them will cer- 
tainly be likely te think a little be- 
fore they go over to any rival con- 
cern at the risk of being boycotted 
by the great corporation which has 
so long been their sole dependence,

Ermine is 
plentiful and extends even beyond 
the Limit of timber, but the fur ia in- 
ferior to that of Burope and only a 
few thousands are caught. 

The skin of the darkest variety of 
the silver fox, commonly known as 
the blick fox, solls for a very high 
price, Other varieties of the silver 
fox are not ite s valuable, though 
costly. They are the rarest of the 
foxes, which include also red, blue 
and white. the red being in largest 
supply and yielding about 80,000 
akins a year, while only about 2.000 
silver fox skins are secured. They 
are caught in steel traps or by pots 
shooting. In 1888 over 
| 78,000 Ivynx skins were taken, but 
the number dropped a few years 
‘later to about 13,000, The tynx 
lives on rabbits and is particularly 
numerous in the region of Great 
Slave Lake, The 3 worth only

DELICIOUS LAYER CAKES. 

Of good homemade cakes those 
made in layers Gill a need for an 
evening collation or company des- 
sert.

Delicate Cofiee Cake—Few people 
are familiar with coffee as a favor- 
ing for layer cake, yet it makes one 
ol the most delicious known, For 
the layers, cream one-half pound of 
butter and one pound of sugar.

“As his body fell into position, 
with his head on the block intended 
for it, one of the assistants fastened 
his hands in the condemned man’s 
hair and stretched his neck out on 
the block holding it steady. l 

“Herr Reindell whisked off the 
white cloth which covered the axe on 
the table. lifted the implement of 
death and, with one preparatory 
swing to give his muscles full play, 
brought it down upon the bared 
neck just above the shoulders. 

“The act was so quickly, so skil- 
fully accomplished that the murder- 
eres head was cut off at one stroke, 
and the assistant, who had not re-

This takes us back to pre- 
istoric times and emphasizes more 
forcibly the progress of civilization 
on the North American continent. 
The North American savage, as in- 
deed the aborigines of every habit- 
able part of the globe, knew many

fic research and the ‘properties and 
formation of chemicals came only 
with the 


DEVELOPMENT OF THE WORLD 
so that primitive man was forced to 
pick what he could from nature's 
lap. Thus it is that stones, clay, 
wood, hides and bones constituted 
the raw material with which the sav- 
age formed his tools and household 
utensils. 

Pottery was probably one of the 
first arts practised by primitive man, 
and consequently pieces of the orig- 
inal butter crocks and water jugs, 
several thousand years old, are al- 
Ways given places of prominence in 
archaeological museums. The noble 
red-man and his predecessor or con- 
temporary, the mound builder, were 
not behind their brethren of the Far 
Bast in the useful art, and at the 
Normal School may be seen a va- 
riety of time-worn and in some cases 
beautiful specimens of pottery. The 
uses of clay vessele were many, be 
ing made to answer for the granite- 
ware, tinware and china of to-day.

NEW RAILWAY SUBSIDIES. 


The Ontario Government has de- 
cided to increase the number of sub- 
sidies to railways. 

The Lindsay, Bobcaygeon and 
Pontypool Railway, from the  vil- 
lage of Bobcaygeon to Lindsay, will 
be subsidized for a distance of 19 
miles, at $3,000 per mile, amounting 
to $57,000. In the former railway 
aid this road was only to get $3,- 
000 per mile for 16 miles.

In moving the third reading of this 
bill, the Attorney-General said that 
no charge of gerrymandering could 
be leveled against the Act. He made 
a slight change in the bill, shifting 
the Townships of Blake, Crooks, and 
Pardee from the new constituency of 
Port Arthur and Rainy River to the 
new constituency of Fort William 
and Lake of the Woods. 

Mr. Whitney’s amendment provid- 
ing for the insertion of a clause re- 
garding the riding of West Algoma, 
dividing the Rainy River.and Thun- 
der Bay districts so as to form two 
constituencies, was lost on division. 


THE OMNIBUS BILL. 


The omnibus measure to amend the 
Statute law consisted of all sorts of 
odds and ends of legislation. One 
was a provision for the adoption of 
the Scotch oath’’ as an alternative 
t kissing the Bible. The Attorney- 
General said there were persons who 
objected to the present system of 
administering oaths on sanitary as 
well as religious grounds. He 
thought the Scotch formula suffi- 
ciently impressive.

Contrast with Past Wars. z 


Incidentally the recent debate in the 
British House of Commons brought 
out some striking facts, and an intelli- 
gent contrast with past wars shows 
Great Britain’s conduct in the present 
Boer trouble to have been exceedingly 
creditable and along the most humane 
lines. 


For instance, in the Peninsular War, 
though there were 240,000 men on the 
army list, such was the organization 
then that never at any single time 
were we able to giye the Duke of Well- 
ington the support of more than 60,000 
or 70,000 men—and the ports of landing 
in Po go and Portugal were within 
1,000 miles of Portsmouth. At Water- 
loo, ina = when Parliament had 
voted 214,000 men, the utmost that 
went from Britain to Flanders was 
44,000. In the second year of the 
Crimean War 216,000 men were voted 
by Parliament, but at no time until 

e last day a shot was fired were there 
more than 32,000 British in the field. 
At this momeht, said Mr. Brodrick, we 
are feeding, over 7,000 miles away, 
more than 000 men, including 
prog haga hen with the army, besides 
243, horses and mules, and the

Railway Development. 


Government Ald to Lines in Eastern Ontario 
to Develop Rich Mineral Regions. 


At the last session of the Ontario 
Legislature, aid was voted to ten rail- 
way schemes, principally to coloniza- 
tion roads designed to develop new 
Ontario, but the following assistance 
is — to roads in this section in- 
tended to help open up the mineral 
region of Central Ontario. 


NEW LINE, TORONTO TO OTTAWA. 


*p~Sybsidies are given to private lines 
3 of 32 miles, and 


amounting eh to $706,000. The 
most important is (se trondale, Ban- 
croft & Ottawa Railway, to which aid 
is given at $3,000 a mile for 70 miles, 
in three sections; Kinmount Junction, 
on the Haliburton branch of the 
G. T. R., to Lrondale, ten miles; from a 
point 35 miles east of Irondale a dis- 
tance of ten miles, and from Renfrew 
west to Palmer's Rapids, 50 miles.

RUSSIAN CITIES. 

According to the last census, the 
returns of which have occupied two 
years in compilation, there are only 
three cities in the Russian empire 
containing a population of over half 
au million souls, viz.: St. Petersburg, 
1,267.000; Moscow, 988.000, and 
Warsaw, 614,800. Odessa comes 
next with 402,000; Lodz, 814,900; 
Riga, 283,000, and Riel, 249,000. 
There are 35 towns containing be 
tween 50,000 and 100,000 inhabi- 
tants, auc S82 towns with papula- 
Lions varying from 10,000 to 50,000 
souls. In 19 only of the 130 cities 
and towns enumerated is the fenuale 
population slightly in excess of that 
of the males: in all the rest the male 
is largely in excess of the female 
population, says London Standard. 
In many instances the females con- 
stitute only 70 per cent. of the to- 
tal population. Among those Rus- 
sian towns whose populations” have 
most rapidly ingreased the Polish 
centre of Lodz is conspicugusly the 
first.

Corn, however, is not affected hy 
it, but it is passed on to the gizzard 
to be ground up. Since the chick is 
sO Well provided wit means of 
softening and grinding its food, why 
the work for it by\feeding a 
mash? It takes just as long to di- 
gest the mash as the dry grain, if | 
not longer, for they eat it so much 
faster and so much more of it that 
the juices do not mix with it so 
thoroughly. 

My chickens are fad from the very 
start’ five times u day: at 6| 
and 9 am., 12 m. 3 and 6 p. m. 
They know the hours as well as 1 
do, and come home regularly for 
away again to 
their ranging ground when satisfied. 
They never, even at night, (ll their 
crops With grain, 1 have killed two 
and three-pound chickens immediate 
ly after feeding and the crop con- 
tained about one ounce of food. | 
When a mash was fed, the erop often 
weighed three ounces, sometimes 
four. And the mash-fed chickens 
Wore very apt to have indigestion. 
The droppings of these chickens are 
always natural in color and consis- 
tency. Experience has proved that 
chickens raised in this way take on 
flesh and fat more ranidly than when 
fed only at night and morning. ‘They 
needed no extra fattening. They are 
ready to kill at any weight and even 
the squab broiler has a layer of fat 
all over the body. T never penned a 
chicken to fatten it nor changed the 
bill of fare, 


My reputation for fancy chickens 
and fowls is so well known that I 
have never been able to supply the 
demand, The appearance of these 
chickens contributes largely to their 
popularity, Being well feed and tree 
from vermin, they feather out quick- 
ly and the plumage is smooth and 
glossy and clean. There are no 
drooping Wings or , scrawny, dirty 
feathers.

the United States. Spring is com- 
ing along with cheerful strides, 
nature is smiling, and the earth is 
awakening early inthe morning of 
the year to another busy season's 
labor. They are a fortunate people 
who liye, aswe do, in the garden 
of America. 


The Dublin Nationai Press, says 
a telegram from Dublin to the 
Times, is issuing appeals for funds 
for the Irish parliamentary party. 
In spite of the elaborate organiza- 
tion for collecting money by means 
of. branches of the United Irish 
League, it seems financial difticul- 
ties are overtaking the party. The 
fact is the peasantry in the west 
and south have been squeezed dry. 
The richer Nationalist cities and 
midland agricultural districts re- 
fase to put their hands in their 
pockets. 


The urgent necessity of better 
ouring rooms for Canadian cheese 
factories is being discussed. There 
are to-day In Canada some 3,000 
cheese factories with an annual 
aggregate output of 180,000,000 
pounds of cheese, or an average of 
about 60,000 pounds per factory. 
Valuing this output at 9 cent per 
pound, the products of the average 
factory equal about 85,400 per 
annum. If, therefore, each factory 
had an improved curing room, the 
increased yalue of the cheese 
manufactured and the saying in 
shrinkage would bring an annual 
increase in revenue trom an equal 
quantity of milk exceeding $1,000 
per factory annually. — 


It is evident that the Imperial 
authorities intend to make an elab- 
orate display at the King's corona -

firsenic trade outside of Canada, 


empire. Contingents have been in- 
vited from all the colonies and de- 
pendencies, and there is every like- 
lihood that the procession in London 
when His Majesty proceeds to West- 
minster Abbey will be on a far 
larger and grander scale than at 
the late Queen's Diamond Jubilee 
in 1897.

The Minister of 
Education asserts that for the eight 
selections be had to make he could 
have secured 200 eligible candi- 
dates, and doubtless many more 
who did not in every respect comply 
with the requirements. We should 
regret to see so much talent and 
beauty go so far from Ontario, but 
happily we shall be spared the 
loss. The incident shows that the 
salaries of teachers in Ontario are 
not what they shonld be ; otherwise 
there would not be such a general 
desire to take advantage of the 
South African opportunity.

THE GATES OF HOUGOMONT 


GENERAL SIR JAMES MAC- 
DONELL, K.C.B. 
Wellington Ascribed the Bravest 
Deed at Waterloo to the 
Scottish Chieftain. 


Mr. E. Bruce Low, M. A., 
tributes an interesting papér to 
recent number of Chambers’ Jour 
under tho title of The Bravest 
Briton at Waterloo.’* The gallant 
soldier referred to was General Sir 
James Macdonell, G.C.B., of the 
Macdonells of Glengarry, whose dis- 
tinguished bravery, according to the 
Duke of Wellington, helped to turn 
the wavering tide of battle into one 
of success on that memorable obe- 
casion. 

The writer says: All British and 
French writers agree that the de- 
fence of the Chateau and farmhouse 
of Hougomont was the key to Wel- 
Iington's position at Waterloo. When 
Lord Uxbridge asked the Duke which 
was the material point of his opera- 
tions in case any accident, should 
overtake him, the reply was ‘Keep 
Hougomont.’ To hold this vital 
point in his line of battle Wellington 
chose the Coldstream Guards under 
Lieut.-Col. Sir James Macdonell, a 
gigantic, broad-shouldered High- 
lander from Invergarry, and to these 
samo broad shoulders and the per- 
fervidum ingenium Scotorum which 
at the supreme moment and crisis of 
the assault refused to yield, Welling- 
ton, after the battle, accorded the 
laurels of victory, when appealed to, 
in awarding the prize of five hun- 
dred pounds bequeathed to ‘the 
bravest soldiers in the British army 
at Waterloo.’ 

“Wellington wrote: “The success of 
the battle of Waterloo turned upon 
the closing of the 

GATES GF HOUGOMONT. 

These gates were closed in the 
most courageous manner at the nick 
of time by Sir James Macdonell. 1 
cannot help thinking, therefore, that 
Sir James is the man to whom you 
should give the five hundred pounds.’ 
Like a true Highland = gentieman, 
Macdovell handed over the money to 
tho stalwart sergeant, who shoulder 
to shoulder with this colonel of the 
Guards had forced back the door on 
its hinges in face of an overwhelm 
ing force of the enemy.

What 
is the thing most delightful to have 
passed ? A coronation.”’ 

These words are an accurate in- 
dication of the close scrutiny which 
is cast by the public eve upon this 
great historical event. It arouses, 
therefore, but little surprise to learn 
that even the tiniest incidents on 
this great occasion have been re- 
marked and noted dewn by the cu- 
rious ; While a value altogether dis- 
proportionate has been not infre- 
quently assigned to them. 

Naturally, this has proved to be 
the case in a very marked manner at 
the coronation of sovereigns whose 
reigns have subsequently been cloud- 
ed with disaster and failure; or, per- 
haps, terminated in a violent and 
untimely end. 

There was the well known scene at 
the deathbed of Edward the Con- 
fessor, When Harold and his rela- 
tives forced their way into the 
King's bedchamber and demanded 
| the name of his successor.

But, when the ceremony was fairly 

under way, one event after another 
took place, all of them appearing to 
herald the debacle of three years 
later.

Bombay, 
for instance, has one tall tenement 
with 691 inhabitants, and another 
with 663. In a single room in the 
former house 54 people were counted 
at the recent census. 

But, startling as are these fieures, 
they are small beside the capacity of 
other of the world's greatest build- 
ings. The palace of King Mindon, in 
Upper Burma, is a mile and a quar- 
ter square, and under its roof of 
scariet and gold as many as 26,000 
human beings have been sheltered. 

Some of its rooms are 70 feet 
high, and supported on rows of en- 
ormous teak pillars, — elaborately 
carved. Since the British occupation 
the palace has been renamed Fort 
Dufferin, and is the seat of British 
government. One of the 
rooms has been turned into an Eng- 
lish church, and the population does 
not now teem as thickly as it once 
did, 

The biggest warchouse in the world 
is “at. Liverpool, and has been con- 
structed for housing tobadco, of 
which the city’s imports are con- 
stantiy increasing. This warchouse 
is 725 feet long, and 165 feet wide. 
The ground area is 138,000 | square 
yards, or about 24 acres, while the 
various foors aggregate over 25 
acres. Ten regiments could sleep 
under its roof, and, if full of tobacco 
its contents would be worth about 
870,000,000. ;

The balance of Revenue Account, $99,590.00, has been applied as 
follows:—$65,000.00 for two half- yearly dividends, the first at the rate 
of Seven Per Cent. and the second at the rate of Six Per Cent. per An- 
num, $4,045.26 written off office furniture and Securities, and the  bal- 
ance, $30,544.74, added to the Reserve Fund, which now stands at 
$612,001.96. 


Although considerable progress has been made during the year in the 
direction of advancing rates throughout Canada and the United States 
the results of the business, ovr cg to! the increase in fire losses, have not 
proved satisfactory to Companies generally, and measures are now being 
taken for further advances which should bring about a material improve 
ment in the condition of the fire insurance business on this continent,
